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27 OCTOBER 1958 


The Regular Quarterly Meeting of the Board of Trustees of The 
Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery at 10:30 o’clock. The meet¬ 
ing was called to order by Mr. Hamilton, the other members present being 
Messrs. Glover, Thom, Bradley, Wilson and Finley. The Secretary, Assistant 
Secretary, Assistant Treasurer and Comptroller were also present. 

The Chair stated, that in the absence of objection and there 
being no corrections suggested, the minutes of the meeting of July 14, 1958 
be approved as written. 

By rising vote the following resolution was adopted: 


RESOLVED ; That the deep sorrow of each member of the Board of 
Trustees of The Corcoran Gallery of Art on the death of Breckinridge Long be 
recorded in these minutes. He was a most valued member of this Board for nine 
years, and interested thereafter in its affairs as Trustee Emeritus. A copy 
of this resolution shall be sent to his widow. 

The Chair then gave the report of the Special Committee on The 
Council. Considerable discussion ensued. The consensus was that it was im¬ 
portant first to define the sphere of activities for a reactivated Council and 
secondly, to designate some member of The Council to serve as Chairman and to 
act as coordinator and director. It was suggested that possibly The Council’s 
sphere should be in assisting The Board in improving the Gallery’s range of fi¬ 
nancial support and that it might also be asked to acquire a picture a year for 
the Gallery. The Chair asked Mr. Finley to ask Mrs. Finley for ideas concerning 
The Council, and also if she would consent to becoming its Chairman. It was al¬ 
so suggested that letters be sent to members of The Council asking them to attend 
the exhibition at Wildenstein’s. 

The Treasurer presented his Interim Report which was accepted with 
the thanks of The Board. He also presented the report on the Operation of the 
Budget which shows an outlay of 71% which is normal for this period. The Treasurer 
then proposed certain revisions in the Budget for the last quarter made desirable 
by changes in income and unforeseen expenditures, which was duly approved. 

The Treasurer was authorized to enter upon a new contract with Group 
Hospitalization, Incorporated. 

The report of the Auditor’s examination of the Gallery funds, for the 
period January 1 to June 30, 1958, which contained no exceptions was submitted and 
ordered placed on file. 

The following three resolutions were unanimously adopted: 
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RESOLVED : That the Director be authorized to proceed to inves- 
tigate and to establish a Children's Orchestra as part of the Saturday Morning 
Classes provided that such an augmentation of the program could be done without 
financial loss to the Gallery. 

Mr. Bradley then presented the Report of the Committee on the 
Building and Grounds which was accepted and ordered placed on file. He reported 
on progress towards the installation of a new aluminum and glass vestibule. The 
Chairman was authorized to proceed with the awarding of a contract for this work. 

The Secretary presented the Report on Membership which was accept¬ 
ed and ordered placed on file. He also reported that membership was up to 2214 
as of September 30th, and that members were still coming in at a good rate. 

The following resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED : That Josephine C. Dillingham having been found to quali¬ 
fy as a FELLOW of the Association of The Corcoran Gallery of Art be and is hereby 
so elected. 


RESOLVED : That the President and the Board of Trustees of The Cor¬ 
coran Gallery of Art do hereby extend their appreciation to The Women's Committee 
of The Corcoran Gallery of Art for their gift of $4,500.00 towards new frames for 
the Wildenstein Benefit Exhibition and for underwriting the catalogue for the same 
exhibition. 


The Trustees were advised that The Women's Committee expects to hold 
a luncheon in their honor, and that of The Council, on Tuesday, December 2nd. Mem¬ 
bers of The Board not attending this meeting are urged to attend the luncheon if at 
all possible. 


Considerable discussion of a reception to inaugurate the Centennial 
Year ensued. This matter will be studied by the Officers, and appropriate action 
will be taken by the Executive Committee. 

The Chair requested the members of The Board to go over the list of 
members of the Gallery and to supply the Director with names of persons they thought 
could be asked to take out a higher category of membership, and names of persons who 
are not on the list and should be asked to become a member. 

The Board, as a matter of policy, decided that the retirement age of 
women employees of the Gallery should be fixed at age sixty-five. The pension policy 
of the Gallery as previously established would in all other respects apply as before. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 12:30 pm.

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the following 
report covering the period July 1st through September 30th, 1958: 

The maintenance force, reduced in number by vacations, 
devoted practically its entire time to renovating the museum and school 
plants. The walls and ceilings of galleries 75 and 76 and the hallway 
outside the latter were given two coats of paint. (The walls had been 
recovered with sheet-rock by an outside contractor during the previous 
quarter.) Galleries 62, 63 and 64 were given fresh coats of plaint and, 
following the general house cleaning of the area where Living Today had 
been installed, works from the permanent collection were rehung. In ad** 
dition, the platforms for the oriental rugs on display in galleries 44 
and 76 were replaced by higher ones, presenting less of a hazard to the 
public. 

Gallery 41, which had been used by the Institute of Con¬ 
temporary Arts was redesigned, cleaned and repainted. Three free-standing 
peg-board panels were substituted for the old bulkheads.

Large depressions in the lawn on New York Avenue were filled 
with soil, seeded and fertilized. 

The School’s appearance was improved. The main hall and stair¬ 
way from basement to the second floor were repainted as well as a number of 
other areas. All floors were thoroughly cleaned and waxed} the floor in Studio 
I was completely refinished. 

In anticipation of the expansion of the Saturday Morning Classes 
for Children several areas in the Gallery’s basement and the first floor were 
prepared for use as class rooms. New equipment was manufactured by our staff 
such as 140 new benches, 10 sculpture stands, 6 tables, 3 storage cabinets and 
a sink was installed. In addition, 52 folding easels were purchased at $157.33 
from the Cloder Corporation in New York. 

A new traveling exhibition, American Figure Drawings , consisting 
of works from the permanent collection will be made available to borrowers be¬ 
ginning in November. The thirty selected drawings were matted, framed and fit¬ 
ted into two sturdy, specially built crates. 

Your Committee was authorized by The Board to have the architect¬ 
ural firm of Faulkner, Kingsbury and Stenhouse prepare designs for a new glass 
and aluminum vestibule in the main entrance. Bids from three companies have 
been received. 

The District Inspector of Elevators, after some hesitation, found 
that for the time being it will not be necessary to replace the elevator cable 
in the freight elevator.
